Wofford Oil, In Second Mileage Trial, Again Wins Over 
S ta n d a rd .

Gasoline of the Wofford Oil 
Company showed an increase of 
6.6 miles over gasoline of the 
Standard Oil Company in a com­ 
parative test Wednesday after­ 
noon by the Wofford Oil Com­ 
pany, it is stated. 
Both com­ 
p ares arc competing for the 
city’s oil and gasoline contract 
for the coming year. The test, 
it is said, was made With a Pre- 
raocar and was witnessed by 
Commissioner Cloe, newspaper 
men, Mrs. R. F. Johnston, presi­ 
dent of the Teague of Women 
Voters,-and G. *F. Wofford.

is stated that the Standard Oil 
Company was not represented. 
> In a test, whieh yas made’by

the commissioner several days 
ago, in which, it is stated, the 
Wofford product showed an in­ 
crease of only four per cent over 
the Standard product, officials 
of the Wofford Company, it is 
said .maintained that their pro­ 
duct was not given its best op­ 
portunity because of carburetor 
adjustment, which, it was said, 
was not suited to the fuel. 
Results of the test Wednes­ 
day afternoon were said to show 
15.3 miles for the Standard Oil 
Company’s gasoline 
and 
21.9 
miles from the Wofford gas. It 
is stated that the motor was run 
at a fixed speed on the tests. ' 


Explaining why a second* test 
was made Mr. Wofferd said: 
“When the 
first 
test 
was 
made, some 10 dayfc ago, it v,~as 
understood at the beginning of 
this test that one gallon of Woco 
Pep would he run, then one gal­ 
lon of the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany’s gasoline would be run, 
without any adjustment to the 
carburetor on either of the first 
two gallons. It was stated that, 
after the first two gallons were 
run, the carburptor would then 
be adjusted fdr Standard Oil 
Company’s gasoline, and when 
they run the second gallon of 
Woco-Pep it would b$ adjusted 
fo* Woco-Pep.
